A Glimpse of the One Time Methods 
In Scotch Schools, 

To the work of supervisor of schools 
in Scotland Mr. John Kerr devoted a 
number of years. In his book, “Other 
Memories, Old and New,” he has set 
down some amusing illustrations of the 
unintelligent way in which the school 
work was sometimes conducted. 

The revised code of education which 
was introduced in 1862 made provision 
for nothing but reading, writing and 
arithmetic In their barest forms.

Wishing to find out if any child in 
the class had got a glimmering of the 
meaning, I went from top to bottom 
and got from every child nothing but 
“made of fond led,” pronounced as four 
words, to which they attached no mean- 
ing whatever. 

The teacher was surprised that I was 
not satisfied with the intelligence of 
the teaching.

From Bad to Worse.

Compared with the enormous 
grafts of the Laurier Government, 
the Pacific scandal which drove 
Sir John A. Macdonald from 
power in 1878, was a mere trifle. 
The sum total of the accusation 
then was that the Conservative 
party had accepted from the 
promoters of the C.P.R. a sum of 
about seventy thousand dollars 
for campaign purposes. 

There never was a suggestion 
or a suspicion that a single dollar 
of this money found its way into 
the private purse of any member 
of the Government, neither was it 
used asa corruption fund, but 
simply was a contribution towards 
the legitimate expenses of the 
campaign. 

And yet Sir Donald A. Smith, 
the Conservative member for 


Winnipeg, now Lord Strathcona, |} 
felt incumbent upon himself to|} 


personally withdraw his allegi- 
ance from the Conservative party 
upon the high ground that it was 
not consistent with the honor of 
Canada 
should remain ia power with such 
a charge hanging over it. 

So much for the Pacific scandal. 
Will history repeat itself? Will 
there be found in the House of 
Commons one single Liberal sup- 


porter of Sir Wilfrid Laurier who || 
will rise in his place and declare |f{ 


that he cannot continue to sup- 
port a government which is a 
paity to such an enormous fraud 
as is being developed in connec- 
tion with the construction of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific? It is not 
likely. 

The Liberais of to-day who sit 
in the Commons are not of that 
stripe. There has never been a 
murmur from them over the 
appalling disclosures which have 
disgraced the Liberal party and 
defamed the fair name of Canada. 
They stood for the Yukon scandal 
They backed up the Government 
in refusing an investigation in 
election frauda of the most com- 
promie:ng nature. They laughed 
at the shameful story of the 
Arctic expedition debauch,told in 
language that would have brought 
the blush to the cheeks of any 
honest decent man. They defied 
public opinion in the matter ofa 
timber limits graft the like and 
magnitude of which never had 
been parallele] in the history of 
this or any other country. They 
were brought face to face in the 
report of the Civil Service com- 
mission, with charges of extrava- 
gance, incompetence and actual 
dishonesty in departmental 
administratiun and they hired 
skilled lawyers to defend thesame. 

And now, with the same exhibit- 
ion of effrontery, with the same 
degree of boldness, they propose 
that the charges of Major Hodgins 
of graft and corruption in the 
construction of the eastern section 
of the G.T.P. shall be smothered 
and stifled. 

But if Liberal members of the 
House of Commons will stand for 
this sort of thing, public opinion 
will not. The day cannot be far 
distant when the Liberals must 
appeal to the country. That it 
would please them to bring. on 
the election quickly, before the 
whole of facts can become known, 
is apparent. In any and every 
way possible they seek to divert 
attention from their misdeeds, 
hoping against hope that another 
immediate appeal to the country 
will see them returned to power 
But the people are tired of their 
misdoings and will hurl them 
from power at the firstopptrtunity.

The Provincial government 
tried to kill the Stock Growers’ 
associaticn by refusing to coun- 
tenance it or render any assis- 
tance. The Dominion government 
did likewise. The C.P.R. con- 
tributed its quota as an obstruc- 
tionist; but the association con- 
tinued to grow. Farmers were 
learning that they could keep 
their hogs and cattle until fall 
and butcher them and find their 
own customers in B. C., thus 
savirg the profit of the middle- 
man. But the beef combine got 
no profit out of that so the gov- 
ernment passed a meat inspection 
bilLto drive the products of the 
farm back into the old channels 
of trade all of them running to 
one combine. The beef commis- 
sion, the pork commission and all 
other commissions appointed by 
the Edmonton government have 
had but one aim, to hold the 
attention of the people and de- 
mand a suspension of their judg- 
ment, while the government 
accomplished nothing. This was 
protection to the vested rights of 
monopoly and pretended friend- 
ship to the farmers and ranchers. 
But it ia too raw. Not only Mr. 
Root and a large number of ran- 
chers, but the farmers’ organi- 
zations and the business men,are 
surfeited witn this double shuffle 
game that is impoverishing a 
whole people. The history of the 
beef question can only lead to the 
conclusion, that matters between 
the government and the beef 
combine are not very different 
than between the government 
and timber limits.
